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BOSTON (UPI) -T he search 
for a psychopathic strangler who 
has roamed through greater Bos­ 
ton since last June was stepped 
up today as police attempted to 
determine whether he had taken 
his eighth victim—a 17-year - old 
Winthrop girl.

Heavy concentrations of carbon 
monoxide slowed rescue efforts 
in the Frosty Run shaft whore 37 
men were trapped by an explo­ 
sion Thursday. 


A U.S. Steel spokesman said 
the body was found about 4.mo 
feet from an area where the men 
were working when the blaot 
rocked the mine. Sighting of me 
body clouded hopes for survival 
of the others. 
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"These men have to have their 
fellow men at heart. ’ said a 
mine official, referring to the 
round-the-clock work of rescue 
teams since the explosion shook 
a sector of the huge mine near 
here. 
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Huge drifts of snow stopped traffic 
on Pennsylvania Turnpike wh»ch has 
been closed for more than 24-hours.

Tours Atomic Bases 
Kennedy Sees ‘Hot’ 
Rocket Dismantled 


ALBUQUERQUE, NM. (UPI) 
—President Kennedy today wit­ 
nesses dismantling of a radioac­ 
tively "hot" test nuclear rocket 
motor to wind up a two-day tour 
of air and atomic bases that dem­ 
onstrated America’s "extraordin­ 
ary" might for defense and the 
conquest of space. 
As he departed from his over­ 
night headquarters here for Ne­ 
vada nuclear test sites, Kennedy 
was convinced that America's 
progress in both military and 
peaceful application of atomic en­ 
ergy was so encouraging that the 
country could afford the luxury of 
pride. 
The Chief Executive planned to 
leave Albuquerque’s Kirtland Air 
Force Base for Indian Springs 
Air Force Base near the Nevada 
test site. 
Between Indian Springs. Nev., 
and the test site at Jackass Flats, 
Kennedy will ride a helicopter 
routed over the 
1.200-feet-wide 
crater left by last July’s "Opera­ 
tion Plowshare” explosion which 
was the first nuclear earthmoving 
test in this country. 
At Jackass flats, the chief ex­ 
ecutive will see the dismantling 
of a "Kiwi" reactor which was 
test fired for 260 seconds last Fri­ 
day. TIM reactor, being developed 
as the power plant for the first 
U.S. nuclear-p o w e r e d missile 
probes deep into space, still is, 
radioactively "hot." Kennedy will 
see U in safety from behind a six- 
foot-thick protective panel of glass 
and liquid. 
After the Nevada inspection, 
Kennedy will fly on to Palm 
Springs, Calif. He will spend to 
night at the Shadow Mountain

The steel-fisted Hoffa fought 
his way to the top job in the 
powerful Teamsters unum against 
formidable opposition. 
Employers who have sat op­ 
posite him at the bargaining table 
say his is as tough-minded and 
unyielding a negotiator as he is 
a slugger with his fists. 
In various court cases, opposing 
attorneys 
have 
found 
him 
a 
shrewd and unshakable witness. 
Now 
the rugged, 
rough-and- 
ready Hoffa says he is "appre­ 
hensive." 
A Washington, D.C, laborer shot 
Hoffa with a pellet pistol in fed­ 
eral court Wednesday but the two 
pellets that struck him did not 
harm him physically. 
Worried Over Safety 
In a sworn affidavit attached to 
a motion for a mistrial filed Fri 
day by Hoffa's attorneys, the 
Teamsters’ chief said that he is 
"apprehensive of his own safety 
if this ease should proceed further 
at this time," 
The jury was not present when

For Grand Larceny 


TEHEE HAUTE, Ind. (UPI) - 
A mother of 12 was beld today on 
charges of taking as much as $15,- 
000 from the clothes closet of two 
feeble sisters in her care. 
Mrs. Bertha Iona Ford, 44, a 
practical nurse, was charged with 
grand larceny. Police said the sis­ 
ters, both retired school teachers, 
were 
visibly 
shocked 
when 
told Mrs. Ford admitted the theft. 
Miss Nettie Moorhead, 88, and 
her sister, Laura, 86, told police 
they were quite fond of Mrs. 
Ford. 
Mrs. Ford took between $12,000 
and $15,000, police said. 
The money had beal tucked 
away in shortening cans hidden 
behind a table and chairs stored 
in the clothes closet, police said. 
Detectives found an additional 
$28,000 in the hiding place a n d 
took it to a bank for safekeeping. 
Mrs. Ford's husband also was 
charged with grand larceny, al­ 
though Mrs. Ford insisted he knew 
nothing about the theft. 
Detectives said they had recov­ 
ered $5,305 of the cash in addi­ 
tion to merchandise they said was 
purchased with the loot. 
Police suspicion of t h e Fords’ 
newfound 
prosperity

Detectives said the Fords had 
purchased six cars, trading some

The ITU negotiators broke off 
negotiations with the publishers 
shortly after making a mw pro­ 
posal for a $10 weekly pay In­ 
crease the first year and $8.45 the 
second to a two year contract, a 
reductio! to the work week, high­ 
er differentials for night and over­ 
night work, and increased vaca­ 
tion and sick leave. The pay de­ 
mand was 55 cents less than their 
previous proposal. 
Stead Ob Offer 
The publishers were reported to 
be standing on an 88 ofter spread 
over two years, the amount that 
was accepted Nov. 8 by the New 
York Newspaper Guild unit at 
the Daily News after an eight-day 
strike of editorial workers. The 
settlement has since been accept 
ed by six of seven city papers 
negotiating with the Guild.

KIRSTEN FLAGSTAD 


OSLO. Norway (UPI)—Kirsten 
Flagstad. 67, the greatest Wag­ 
nerian soprano of her generation 
and 
a 
favorite of 
American 
opera-goers for nearly two dec 
ades, died today in the state hos­ 
pital here. 
Mme. Flagstad had been ill for 
some 
time, 
but 
the 
precise 
cause of death was not immedi­ 
ately announced. 
Since 1958, the diva had been 
director of the Norwegian State 
Opera, a personal triumph for 
her to view of the controversy 
over her return to her native 
Norway during the Nazi occupa­ 
tion in World War II to be with 
ber ailing husband. 
After the war, the president of 
the Norwegian Parliament said 
Mme. Flagstad was "dead as far 
as Norway is concerned." When 
she returned to New York to re­ 
new her career in 1947 pickets 
appeared wherever she went car­ 
rying placards with such mes­ 
sages as "Let freedom sing, not 
Flagstad.” 


But Mme. Flagstad's art tri­ 
umphed over all. Hers was a 
voice of great power and exquis­ 
ite beauty and she had a warmth, 
human tenderness and remark­ 
able personal beauty that gave 
dramatic completion to the most 
taxing roles ever written fa* the 
female voice. 


The soprano reigned supreme 
over the Wagnerian wing at New 
York’s Metropolitan Opera from 
her first role on Feb. 2, 1935, to 
her farewell appearance on April 
I. 1952. 


PITTSBURGH (UPI) - Nego­ 
tiators worked under a new dead­ 
line today to an attempt to settle 
contract dispute between the 
Pittsburgh Railways Co. and its 
bus and trolley operators.

"Through the efforts of the may­ 
or (Joseph Barr) and the media­ 
tors, we will be able to extend 
negotiations until midnight Sun­ 
day. We feel that we should not 
subject the public to the inconve­ 
nience of being without transpor­ 
tation when we believe we may 
be able to reach a settlement 
within two days.” 
Earlier in the negotiations, the 
union leader had stated there 
would not be any extension of the 
strike deadline, which threatened 
the city with its fourth mass 
transit walkout in eight years. 
In a statement announcing the 
extension. 
Mayor 
Barr 
said 
“Both the company and union 
bargainers have assured me they 
will continue negotiations over 
the weekend in the hope of avert­ 
ing a work stoppage.” 
The company, which serves an 
estimated 
250,000 
passengers 
daily in metropolitan Pittsburgh, 
had offered its employes a one- 
cent-per-hour costing of living in­ 


crease and a one-year extension 
of the present pact, but the opei- 
ators turned down the proposal. 
The motormen and bus drivers 
now carn $2.83 an hour. 
Company president C D. Pal­ 
mer declined to comment on the 
extension.

GENEVA (UPI) - The 
Soviet Union may have pat 
brward the idea of trad- 
ng concesftions with the 
west to achieve a nuclear 
test ban agreement, Com­ 
munist diplomatic sources 
said today. 
Sources close to the Communist 
delegations at the 17-nation dis­ 
armament conference said the So­ 
viets may have offered such a 
trade Friday in an attempt to 
barn whether the West was in­ 
terested. 
But Western diplomats said if 
this was the Soviet aim, it failed, 
because U.S. negotiator Arthur H. 
Dean flatly rejected the idea of 
any trade. 
Soviet spokesman Alexei Ros- 
chin told a news conference Fri­ 
day that Russian negotiator Sem­ 
yon K. Tsarapkin wanted to let 
inspectors of the proposed inter­ 
national disarmament commission 
on Soviet territory to inspect and 
control the "black boxes” which 
the Russians would like to use to 
police a test ban. 
In exchange, Roschin quoted 
Tsarapkin as saying, the West 
must give up its demand that 
compulsory on-site inspection of 
suspected 
underground 
nuclear 
blasts be included in a test-ban 
treaty. 
Roschin withdrew his statement 
less than two hours after he had 
made it, saying Tsarapkin had in­ 
tended to propose such a trade 
during Friday’s plenary session 
but did not in fact do so. 
However, by that time, Dean al­ 
ready was on his feet at the after­ 
noon session of the conference, re­ 
jecting any such idea. 
Dean said the west is always 
willing to discuss any proposal, 
including "black boxes,” or auto­ 
matic detection instruments. But 
he said the idea of a trade such 
as Roschin claimed Tsarapkin had 
proposed was "absolutely unac­ 
ceptable,” and he aided that the 
Soviets were trying to gel the 
West to "buy a pig in a poke” 
in proposing the idea of unmanned 
seismic stations. 
Western sources said the West 
will never abandon its insistence 
on on-site inspection unless the 
Russians can prove scientifically 
that their own research has made 
such inspection unnecessary.
